Weather Is A Weapon
Hitler actually (fid have a real and deadly "secret 

wrapon" when he* launched hln career of crime against the 
world.

Only It wasn't an explosive or super-gun or new poison 
gas. It was an uncannily accurate means of making long- 
range weather forecasts that would hold up through a cam­ 
paign in which weather might be decisive.

That forecasting system, according to Charles F. Sarles, 
staff export of the U. S. Weather Bureau, explains the "luck" 
of ideal weather conditions attending Hitler's major moves  
tho clnaj' dry weather for the mechanized push into Poland, 
the Ix>w Countries and France; low visibility "when the Nazis 
drove into Norway, and the heavy fog through which Nazi 
warships recently escaped from a French port.

Taking the cue from the Germans, U. S. technicians are 
developing' a long-distance jforecasttng method that will match 
and probably excel the German system, Sarles told the Ameri­ 
can Geophysical Union last' week.

In no other • war has military success depended so much 
on accurate forecasts of rain, wind, clouds and fog for weeks 
ahead. Along with mechanized blitzkrieg and air power, 
weather is a modern weapon.

When the first World War 
started In 1914, General Nelson 
A. Miles said: "This is the big­ 
gest and the last of the great 
wars."
